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DEAN’S MESSAGE 


This year has been a vibrant and exciting one in the Faculty of Law. The photographs in this yearbook show 
the many important activities which have taken place, and I welcome this chance to add a few words. First, 
congratulations to the members of our graduating class. You have worked hard and learned a new 
discipline. Yet, as your first few months of articles will prove, you still have much to learn. I hope that the 
basic knowledge you have won here will serve you well. I wish you great success in the adventures that 
await. 

This year we welcomed several new members of faculty, including Professors Anne Hardy, Alex Pringle and 
Dale Gibson. Mr. Todd Ducharme was appointed as the first Executive Director of the Centre for Constitu- 
tional Studies. These new faculty members brought interesting new perspectives and will make significant 
contributions to the life of the law school. 

After receiving support from the Alberta Law Foundation, the Centre for Constitutional Studies began its 
first year of life. Three very important events took place. Professor Dale Gibson became the first holder of 
the Belzberg Chair in Constitutional Studies, a position made possible by the generosity of the Belzberg 
family. Professor Gibson taught several constitutional law classes and presented the first Belzberg Lecture 
entitled, “The Real Laws of the Constitution’’. 

The Centre sponsored the first MacDonald Lecture which was presented by Dr. Ronald Dworkin of Oxford 
University. He spoke about ‘Equality, Democracy and Constitution: We the People in Court’. Dr. 
Dworkin’s lecture, together with that of Professor Gibson, and articles by other constitutional scholars will 
soon appear in a special issue of the Alberta Law Review devoted to constitutional studies. In the Spring the 
Centre held a significant national conference on ‘Language and the State’’. The proceedings of that con- 
ference, which featured addresses by several leading Canadian scholars, will be published in a separate 
monograph in the next year. In the Fall, Dr. Robert Mnookin from Stanford Law School, gave the Weir 
Memorial Lecture entitled ‘Until Death or Divorce do us Part: An Analysis of the Distribution of Property 
When Marriage Ends’. This lecture was well received by the Edmonton legal community and it is hoped 
that the proceedings will be published in the Alberta Law Review. 

This year the Martland Lecture was delivered by a feminist scholar, Professor Catharine MacKinnon. Her 
address on “The Charter of Rights and the Possibilities of Women’s Equality” was attended by very large au- 
diences in the law centre and in Calgary. Her provocative message stimulated a good deal of debate in the 
local legal community. The faculty was host to a number of other scholars including Professor Ken 
Motoyama from Toho University in Japan. The Centre for Constitutional Studies sponsored the visit of 
several guests including Professor Peter Hogg from Osgoode Hall Law School, Professor Michael Browde 
from the University of New Mexico School of Law, Professor Issa Shivji of Tanzania, Professor Campbell 
Sharman from the University of Western Australia and Professor Katherine Swinton from the University of 
Toronto. These visitors contributed to an exciting, intellectual atmosphere in the Faculty. 

In the Spring, the Faculty and IBM Canada hosted a national conference on Computers and the Law and at- 
tracted a good deal of interest in this important topic. Several of the sessions were held in the new Micro- 
computer Lab which opened in the Fall of the year, thanks to the generous sponsorship of the Alberta Law 
Foundation. 

The Faculty had a successful year in competitive mooting. Silvia Yee won the Judges’ Discretionary Prize 
for Individual Excellence in the Gale Cup. Our Faculty placed third out of nineteen schools in that competi- 
tion. The University of Alberta teams won each of the three moots and was the overall winner of the Alberta 
Challenge Cup. Kevin Feth tied for first place as the best oralist in the Jessup Moot and the team placed 
sixth,overall out of twenty-two teams entered in the competition. Alison Stewart was selected as providing 
the best final argument in the Western Canada Trial Moot in which the team placed second. The hard work 
and dedication of these students and their faculty advisors brought honour to the Faculty. 

In closing, I would like to thank the many students who played so active a role in the Faculty. I think par- 
ticularly of the executives of the Law Students’ Association, the Women’s Law Forum, Student Legal Ser- 
vices and the Articling Committee. These students gave generously of their time and helped to make our 
community more vibrant. With all best wishes for the future.

Predictably enough, after just a few weeks of 18 hour days, many gallons of Maxwell House, and a will- 
ingness to allow our bodies to become wracked with Vitamin ‘“‘D”’ deficiency from lack of sunshine, 
many of us came to the realization that it was impossible to stay abreast of every class .. . and we 
remembered Dean Christian’s warning. 


Consequently, in an effort to stay on top of things some of us formed study groups, a sociological 
phenomenon endemic to arsonists, green berets, law students, and other groups blessed with similar 
siege mentalities.
